102,500 Servians Are 


Prisoners, Says Berlin 
BERLIN, Nov. 27, by wireless to 
Sayville. 
HE number of Servian prison- 
‘fi ers taken up to the present 
time by the German, Austro- 
Hungarian and Bulgarian troops,’’ 
says the Overseas News Agency, 
‘fis 101,000 officers and men. The 
invading forces also have rescued 
2000 Austro-Hungarians who had 
been made prisoner by the Ser- 
vians, but later abandoned during 
the hasty retreat of King Peter's 
troops.”’ 


BERLIN, Nov. 27, via London.— 
German troops advancing in Ser- 
via have occupied the heights on 
the left bank of the Sitnica River, 
west of Pristina, army headquar- 
ters announces. The Austrians are 
advancing southwest of Mitrovitza. 
The capture of 2500 more Servians 
is recorded. 


With the previous total reported 
in the earlier dispatch via Sayville, 
the nuniber of Servians which Ber- 
li: claims have been captured now 
is 102,500. The Bulgarian army on a 
war footing is composed of about 
300,000 men. 


LONDON, Nov. 27.—The Servians 
have recaptured Krushevyo, in South- 
ern Servia, about 20 miles west of 


Prilep, according to a dispatch to 
the Star from Athens. 


PARIS, Nov. 27.—Press dispatches 
from Athens say that the French and 
British forces landed at Saloniki have 
now attained important proportions. The 
Patrie of Athens gives their number 
at 125,000. These forces are abundantly 
supplied with arms and ammunition. 

Some 40,000 or 45,000 more men are 
said to be on the way to Saloniki, at 
which port 400) troops are debarking 
each day. 


Other Greek Ports Than Saloniki Said 
to Have Been Opened to Allies. 


MILAN, Italy, Noy. 26, via Paris, Nov. 
27.—Earl Kitchener, British Secretary for 
War, obtained permission from the 
Greek Government for allied troops to 
land at Greek ports other than Saloniki, 
according to an Athens dispatch to the 
Corriere Della Sera.

reached recently. Premier Skouloudis 
had a long conference with King Con- 
stantine after receiving the note. A 
Cabinet meeting followed. 


USE OF THE DANUBE 
DENIED TO TEUTONS 


Rumania Refused to Consent to 
Sending of Warships Down 
River by Central Powers. 


LONDON, Nov. 27.—It is stated that 
the Rumanian Government has refused 
.a request of the Austrian and German 
Governments for permission for their 


warships to proceed along the Danube 
River in Rumania toward Galatz and 
the Black Sea. It is supposed here that 
the request was due to a desire on the 
part of the Teutonic allies to menace 
from Galatz the Russian concentration 
in Southern Bessarabia. 

The situation along the Rumanian 
frontier, where a great Russian force is 
said to have been gathered, is still ob- 
secure. The display by the Rumanian 
public of feeling tn favor of the entente 
is regarded in London as an indication 
that the nation is in a position to dis- 
regard the demands of the Central Pow- 
ers. 

Bulgarians Attacking French. 

The Servian forces soon will become 
an army without a country unless the 
French should defeat the Bulgarians, 
tuur divisions of whom are said to be 
hammering at the French lines.

OUTBREAK PROVOKED 
BY VILLA’S FORCES 


Carranzistas Later Fire by 
Mistake and Shots Are Re- 
turned — Wounded and 
Deserters Cross Line and 
Surrender.

NOGALES, Ariz., Nov. 27.—For the 
first time in four years, American sol- 
diers have fired across the line into 
Mexican territory without first wiring 
to Washington.for permission. And for 
the first time in four years, Americans 
in Nogales are walking with shoulders 
thrown back and their cigars tilted up- 
ward at a truculent angle. 

This is because yesterday the Twelfth 
Infantry ‘‘took on” the Mexican garri- 
son at Nogales, Sonora, and shot it up 
considerably. One American soldier was 
killed and two wounded, one seriously. 
Between 60 and 80 Mexican soldiers 
were hit, and the best information is 
that 40 were killed by the American fire. 
The Carranzistas killed the rest of the 
wounded. 

In the middle of the fight, which last- 
ed less than half an hour, Nogales, 
Sonora, changed from a Willa port to 
Carranzista control, and it was a rep- 
resentative of the recognized chief who 
asked for a truce. 

The two towns of Nogales lie in a 
canyon-like valley, called Portrexp Ar- 
royo. International street is the inter- 
national boundary and near it, in both 
towns, tlie best business houses are. The 
main street of the Arizona town, Mor- 
ley avenue, continues into Mexico, where 
it becomes Calle Elias. At International 
street it is about 200 yards from hill to 
hill. The hills are about 200 feet high, 
and very steep.

“Come out and fight, you cowards, ' 
cried a particularly offensive soldier of 
the Calle Elias, as he fired his rifle. 
i.e started over across the gtreet and 
instructions were given to ‘‘get’’ him 
the next time he fired. As he c:.me in 
sight at the next street, the rifles of 
the Americans opened, and the bravo 
went over. Then the Mexicans, esti- 
mated at 200, began a general rifle fire, 
sniping from housetops, ditches, behind 
barrels and from every point of van- 
tage on their side. Then the American 
skirmish line rippled into fire from hill 
to hl, and up both slopes. 

Men who had been waiting for two 
years finally had their chance. -Calmly 
and coolly, their officers say, they filled 
the requirements of the manual, and 
their m:.rksmanship was proved. Every 
time a Mexican was toppled over, the 
women ran out and gathered round 
him, hindering the soldiers greatly.

Barnard owned stock in 22 corpora- 
tions, among which appear 1892 shares 
in the Barnard company, worth $100 a 
share at par; $5000 worth of Brown Shoe 
Co., $4500 of Manchester Bank, $100,000 
of Missouri-Texas Land and Irrigation 
Co., $44,500 of National Bank of Com- 
merce in St. Louis, $5000 of Rice-Stix 
Dry Goods Co., $17,500 of State National 
Bank of St. Louis, $13,000 of Third Na- 
tional Bank, $95,000 of Van Dorn and 
Electric Tool Co., $2500 of American Na- 
tional Bank of Oklahoma City and $3500 
of American Car and Foundry Co. 

The inventory was made by Barnard’s 
widow, Mrs. Mary Barnard, and the St. 
Louis Union Trust Co., trustees under 
the will. The will left $25,000 outright 
and an income of $2000 a month to Mrs.

PRISON TERM FOR 
CHRONIC SPEEDERS 


Prosecuting Attorney Would Eli- 
minate Persistently Reckless 
Drivers as Public Menaces. 


Workhouse sentences as a cure for au- 
tomobile speeding are suggested in a 
letter sent by Prosecuting Attorney 


Sidener to Police Chief Young today. 

Sidener believes that a State law now 
in force would make it possible to im- 
prison automobilists who persist in ex- 
ceeding the speed limit. In his letter he 
says: 

“Owing to the alarming increase in the 
mortality rate resylting from automo- 
bile accidents alrthe apparent inade- 
quacy of punishment in cases of chronic 
speeders by City Court fines, I have de- 
termined, in the interests of public wel- 
fare to invoke section 9 of the session 
acts of 1911, page 327. 

“Up to the present time your depart- 
ment has not applied to me for any in- 
formation under this section for the rea- 
son, aS I have learned, that you, with 
many others, were under the impression 
inat this did not apply unless the motor- 
ist had been driving at a greater rate of 
speed than 25 miles an hour for more 
than half a mile. I agree with you that 
the law is rather vague and indefinite, 
but I feel that it is our duty as of- 
ficials to do everything in our power to 
safeguard the lives of citizens. 

Eliminate Speed Maniac. 

‘“T want it clearly understood that 
your men are not to bring to me the 
ordinary cases of speeding which can 
be properly handled in City Court, but 
the pernicious and persistent speed ma- 
niac should be prosecuted, and, if pos- 
sible, eliminated from the list of pub- 
lic menaces by a term in the work- 
house.”’ 

Section 9, referred to, is as follows: 

“Every person operating a motor ve- 
hicle on the public highway of this 
State shall drive the same in a care- 
ful and prudent manner and at a rate 
of speed so as not to endanger the 
property of another or the life or IMmb 
of any person; provided that a rate 
of speed in excess of 25 miles an hour 
for a distance of one-half of a mile shall 
be presumptive evidence of driving at a 
rate of speed which is not careful and 
prudent.” 

The penalty section says: 

“Any person violating the provisions 
of this act shall for the first offense be 
punished by a fine of not less than $25 
nor more than $100, and for the second 
vialation of the provisions of this act be 
punished by a fine of not less than $50 
nor more than $500, or by imprisonment 
in the county jail not more than @™ 
days, and shall forfeit all rights and 
privileges provided for under the pro- 
visions of this act.”

Chief Young, after reading Sidener’s 
letter, said he would be glad to co-oper- 
ate with the Prosecuting Attorney in 
any way that would check the speeding 
evil and lessen the number of automo- 
bile accidents. He would be glad, he

EPORTS received by the Post- 
R Dispatch today contained the 
refusals of eight Governors 
of States to accept Henry Ford’s in- 
vitation to make the trip to Europe 
in his chartcred “peace ship,” for 
the purpose of promoting a peace 
conference among representatives of 
neutral nations, One Governor was 
undecided. 

Reports yesterday said that 18 out 
of 100 persons invited by Ford had 
accepted. Today’s reports follow: 

WILMINGTON, Del., Nov. 27.—Gov, 
Miller has declined Henry Ford’s invi- 
tation to accompany him to Europe on 
the proposed peace mission. He tele- 
graphed Ford that official duties would 
not warrant him leaving the State for 
such a long period. 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., Nov. 27.— 
Gov. H. D. Hatfield today declined Hen- 
ry Ford’s invitation to go to Europe on 
the peace ship, giving urgency of official 
business as his reason. 


COLUMBIA, S. C., Nov. . 27.—Gov. 
Manning today declined Henry Ford's 
invitation to go to Europe on the peace 
ship. He explained that he was too 
busy. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 27.—Gov. W. 
S. Hammond today telegraphed Henry 
Ford, declining the invitation to par- 
ticipate in the proposed peace mission 
to Europe.

wire fence which is the actual bound- 
ary and called to the chief of police of 
the Mexican town. 

“Why don't you make these fellows 
auit firing?’’ Simpich asked. “A lot of 
‘people are being killed unnecessarily.” 

The Chief of Police said he would do 
his best to have the Mexicans cease 
firing, if he was assured the Amer- 
icans would not fire on him while he 
was at it. So word was passed along 
the line not to shoot the man who 
would appear with a rifle, to which 
was tied a white flag. 

Just at this moment, a line of cav- 
alry appeared on the hill to the west 
of Nogales, Sonora,- within 300 yards 
of the international Hine. They im- 
mrediately opened fire on the Americans. 
These were the advance of Obregon’s 
column under Col. Cardenas and they 
mistook the Americans for Villa troops. 
The fire of the newcomers was returned 
with vigor by the men of Capt. Val- 
entine of the Tenth Cavalry and Capt. 
Fuller of the Twelfth Infantry. Then 
the Mexicans discovered their mistake, 
and taking cover and stopping the fire, 
termitted a Major to advance to the 
line. 

He held up a bleeding hand through 
which a bullet had just passed and 
said: ‘“‘Why do you fire at us? We are 
Carranzistas."” This being verified and 
roelite messages passed, that phase of 
the fight was closed. 

Artillery Toe Late te Fire. 

At the time the Carranzistas ap- 
peared on the hill, a machine gun and 
two pieces of artillery were hurried 
into position. Just as they were ready 
to open, the order was received to 
cease firing. This will be a matter of 
life-long regret to certain artille:y 
squads. 

By this time the firing had virtually 
ended in the town, and those of the 
Villistas who could were taking the final 
step in the life of a soldado. This con- 
sists in throwing away his rifle and 
cartridge belt, tearing the band from his 
hat and running across the lin; into 
American territory. 

The fight was the last act of the Villa 
regime in Nogales. The night before 
Gov. Randall and Gen. Acosta sought 
sanctuary in American territory. Ran- 
dall sent a message to ask if he could 
come across. He was told he could 
use the private gate the. consulate haa, 
if he would release three Americans he 
had in jail. This was done, and the 
late executives entered the United 
States. 

About 500 soldiers were left in town, 
and they fired up an old engine of the 
Southern Pacific to get away. When 
steam was up, it was found the line of 
box cars holding the soldiers could not 
be pulled, so the train was cut in two. 
It was the soldiers who were in the 
second section who later began sniping 
the Americans. They had looted all 
stores and saloons in Sonora town, and 
were well keyed up for the fight. The

OGALES, Ariz., Nov. 2. 
NE of the soldiers who lay 
on his stomach on Interna- 
tional street said after the 
border fight, yesterday: “I’ve been 
around here for a year and a half 
near this corner, and a long time 
ago, I decided that when the fight 
finally came, I was going to put a 
bullet right through the middle of 
the face of that big clock on the 
custom house.

Sonora town was a festive scene to-

Obregon rode about the narrow streets 
with his only arm about the shoulders 
of Senorita Maria Tapia, who is the 
General's fiancee and a daughter of 
Don Francisco Tapia. 

Some of the dead soldiers have been 
removed and some have not. One lies 
more than 1000 yards from the border, 
a testimonial to American marksman- 
ship.

Brother Identifies Body at 
Morgue as That of George 
Cockrell, 4294 Lexington 
Avenue—Companion Was 
Wounded in_ Running 
Fight With Detectives. 


TRAPPED IN GETTING 
GOODS FROM A TRAIN 


Confederate Who Hurled 
Boxes From Car Near 
Chain of Rocks Escapes— 
Police Hope for Clew to 
Murder of Jifney Driver. 


The man killed last right near the 
Chain of Rocks by railroad detectives 
on the trail of box car robbers was 
identified to@ay as George Cockrell, 24 
years old, a shoeworker of 4294 Lexing- 
‘ton avenue. The identification was made 
by his brother, Louis Cockrell, manager 
of the La Salle Candy Store, Broadway 
and Olive street. 

Louis Cockrell went to the morgue 
after receiving an anonymous telephone 
message advising him to go there. He 
was greatly shocked when he found the 
slain man was his brother. He said he 
knew nothing of his brother’s connec- 
tion with box car robberies. 

Killed in Running Fight. 

Cockrell was killed and Clifton W. 
Henry, 2, of 221 North Twelfth street, 
was wounded at 10 p. m. last night in a 
running revolver fight with three rail- 
road detectives who surprised them 
when they were waiting for stolen mer- 
chandise to be thrown off a Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas freight train near Riv- 
erview drive, half a mile south of the 
Chain of Rocks. 5 A 

Henry ‘told policemen he knew his 
companion as George Murphy. He said 
Murphy lived near Twelfth and Madison 
streets, but no oné who would admit 
knowing him could be found in that 
neighborhood. 

The railroad detectives in the battle 
were Henry J. McGuire of 1434 Sullivan 
avenue, William N. Stamper of Macon, 
Mo., and Louis Hughes of Brookfield, 
Mo. They had been on the lookout since 
last Sunday when a nutting party from 
St. Louis found what seemed to be a 
hiding place for stolen railroad freight 
in the woods beyond the Chain of Rocks. 
Since then every wagon and truck that 
went north along Riverview drive at 
night had been tnder surveillance. 

 @oeds Thrown From Car. 

The detectives last night followed 
Cockrell and McGuire when they drove 
over the road with a covered wagon. 
They saw Cockrell and McGuire conceal 
the wagon behind a signboard and walk 
toward the railroad tracks. A few min- 
utes later an outbound M., K. & T. train 
approached. As it neared the point 
where thé wagon was hidden the door 
of a box car was opened and a man in- 
side the car threw out seven packing 
cases of goods. 

As Cockrell was advancing toward the 
boxes and Henry was going toward the 
wagon the detectives opened fire. Mur- 
phy and Henry returned the fire. The

Cockrell and Henry fell after about 2 
shots had been fired. The detectives 
found Cockrell was dead and Henry se- 
riously wounded, though still conscious. 
They brought them to St. Louis in thg 
wagon. 

At the city hospital today Henry said 
Cockrell, whom he had known some 
time, went to him last night and hired 
his wagon, saying he had some goods 
in North St. Louis, which he wanted 
hauled. Henry said he greed to go 
with Cockrell on a promise that he 
would receive $8 cash for the service. 
*They started from the stable about 7 
Pp. m, and arrived at the scené of the 
fight about 10 p. m. Henry said he did 
not know the purpose of the trip until 
he arrived at the scene. There, he said, 
Cockrell led him under a railroad cul- 
vert and told him they were there to 
get merchandise which would be thrown 
from a train by a confederate. 

Henury’s Revolver Empty. 

Cockrell, he said, handed him a re- 
volver and told him to be ready to use 
it. Henry said he “got cold feet” and 
startéd back to his wagon, intending 
to take no part in the robbery. Just 
then the train came along. He saw the 
first packing case thrown from the car 
and then the detectives opened fire. 
Though Henry’s revolver was empty 
when he was picked up, he denies he 
fired any shots. A skeleton key was 
found in his pocket when he was 
searched at the city hospital, 

Henry denies that he knows the iden- 
tity of the man who threw the boxes 
from the car. They contained toys, 
shoes and hardware consigned to Okla- 
homa points. | . 

A young woman, accompanied by a 14- 


j year-old girl, visited the morgue today 


and asked permission to see ‘‘Murphy's” 
body. She refused to reveat her iden- 
tity, but on leaving she said she would 
send “Murphy’s’’ mother to the morgue. 

Louis Cockrel] said he had no idea as 
to the identity of the young woman, as 
no relative of the family answered her 
description. The Cockre!l WWothers lived 
with their mother, Mrs. Nellie Cockrell, 
at the Lexington avenue address. 

Mrs. Cockrell called at the mofgue 
in the afternoon, and identified her son. 
She became hysterical, and was unable 
to tell anything that might explain her 
son’s presence at the scene of the shoot- 
ing. 

The scene of last night’s shooting is 
within two and a half miles of where 
Samuel Lrown Jr., mail carrier and 
chauffeur, was shot and killed the night 
of Nov. ll. On the chance that the 
shooting last nighte may throw light on 
the Brown killing, all the witnesses in 
that case will be asked to look at Henry 
and at Cockrell’s body. Several persons 
saw Brown with two men in Baden the 
night he was murdered. 


DALLAS WOMAN WAS 
STRANGLED, AUTOPSY THEORY 


DALLAS, Tex., Nov. 27.—Investigation 
today of the death of Mrs. Hugh Perry 
tended to confirm the theory of murder, 
but served only to add further to the 
mystery surrounding the woman’s com- 
plete disappearance until her body was 
found Thursday hidden: beneath a pi!s 
of brush in a ravine, 10 days after she 
was last reported seen alive.

RIIST, DIES 


End Comes in Mount St. Rose 
Hospital Where He Went After 
Operation on Throat. 


Paul E. Harney, noted artist and por- 
trait painter, died at Mount St. Rose 
Hospital at 2 o’clock this morning from 
tuberculosis. He was 65 years old. He 
was removed to the institution, Nov, 12, 
after he had undergone an operation on 
his throat at Mullanphy Hospital Nov. 
4. The body was taken in charge by 
Percy Werner of 5505 Cates avenue, who 
is directing arrangements for the fu- 
neral. Services probably will be held at 
the Artists’ Guild Monday afternoon and 
it is planned to cremate the body. 

The artist left no family, his only im- 
mediate relative being a granddaughter, 
Paula Hoskins, of Sodality, Ill. His 
wife died five years ago, and two grown 
sons and a married daughter within a 
year after that. 

Was Gifted Painter. 

Harney, who was considered by critics 
to be one of the most gifted painters 
in St. Louis, specialized in sketches of 
poultry, and also became known for his 
canvases of monks and fireside scenes. 
Many of his paintings hang in St. Louis 
homes. 

Before coming to St. Louis he resided 
in Alton, Ill., where he conducted art 
classes. He occupied a chair in the St. 
Louis School of Fine Arts, and was a 
former associate of the late Halsey C. 
Ives. He was a member of the Art Com- 
mission of the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position. 

Harney was born in New Orleans, 
but received his grammar school edu- 
cation in St. Louis. Later he studied 
art at the National Academy in New 
York, and from 1874 to 1877 studied at 
the Royal Academy in Munich, Bava- 
ria. He was a member of the Artists’ 
Guild, the Society of Western Artists 
and the Art League. 

Several months ago, Harney fitted up 
a studio and living quarters in Hotel 
Jefferson, where he was taken sud- 
denly ill on the afternoon of Nov. 4. 
Friends persuaded him to go to the 
hospital, where the operation was per- 
fermed that afternoon. 

Lif@ One of Hardships. 

Among artists, Harney was re- 
garded as the connecting lnk  be- 
tween the old school of painters, rep. 
resented by Alban WTConant, Meeker 
and Tracy and the more modern ones, 
whose pioneers were John Fry and 
Lippelt. His life was a succession of 
hardships and he sold many of his 
best paintings at any price he could 
get because he was pressed for 
money. Friends came to his agsist- 
ance in his last days and only last 
night the St. Louis Art League award- 
ed $50 to him in recognition of what 
he had done for art in St. Louis. He 
was known as a good-natured, good- 
hearted man and was generally loved. 

Samples of Harney’s work with the 
brush have been exhibited in vir- 
tually all exhibitions of note in St.

PARK CONDEMNED 
AND COMMENDED 


Hearing on Commissioner Cun- 
liff’s Plan Given by Board 
of Public Service. 


Advocates and opponents of Park 
Commissioner Cunliff’s plan for a new 
Lindell entrance to Forest Park were 
heard yesterday afternoon before the 
Board of Public Service. Cunliff’s idea 
is to close the present entrance, and 
make two new ones radiating in a fan 
shape from King’s highway. One would 
enter from West Pine, and the other 
from Lindell boulevard. Italian colon- 
nades would be placed between the two 
roads at a distance of several hundred 
feet from King’s highway. The total 
cost is estimated at approximately 
$40,000. 

Cunliff said the primary reason for a 
new plan was the traffic congestion at 
the present entrance. He said that two 
accidents a day on an average occurred 
there. Thomas P. Barnett, who devéi- 
oped the architectural features of the 
Plan, said he had followed the Corinth- 
ian column treatment in designing the 
colonnades, a design which had never 
been improved upon in the world’s arch- 
itecture. 

Former Circuit Judge Daniel G. Tay- 
lor said it would pea mistake to*divide 
the traffic which now makes Lindell 
entrance one of the world’s’ great show 
places. He said that people walk and 
ride by there to see one another. 

People Want to See Life. 

People go to the Lindell entrance on 
Sundays to see life, not to see trees and 
architecture, he said. He said that 
miany automobilists go there for the en- 
joyment of seeing the pedestrians anid 
other automobilists. He said that to di- 
vide and separate this traffic would 
take away the appearance of life, and 


-leave a dead appearance. 


Judge Taylor said that serious acci- 
dents rarely happen where the traffic 
is well-regulated in congested areas, as 
people moving slowly are cautious 
Most serious automobile accidents occur 
where the drivers have plenty of room, 
he explained. 

David R. Francis said the present en- 
trance Was a menace to pedestrians, and 
that he failed to see how the proposed 
plan would mar the park’s beauty. He 
said he thought Cunliff’s plan the most 
beautiful of those he had seem He said 
that he thought, however, that the col- 
onnades might be eliminated, as he did 
not see where the Commissioner would 
get the money for them. 

Francis said tgat the traffic is so 
congested at the present entrance that 
frequently it is tied up from three to 
eight minutes, and this would be rem- 
edied by Cunliff’s idea, as the roadways 
would then be at right angles instead 
of oblique, as at present. Francis told 
of his years of interest in Forest Park 
and said that he wanted something done 
to the present Lindell entrance, and 
wanted it done now, before he died, as 
he did not expect to live more than 
about 4 years longer. 

Praise for Cunliff, 

Francis expressed admiration for Cun- 
liff, who, he said, was trying to carry 
out his ideals of public service in the 
face uf bitter criticism. 

George E. Kessler, landscape architect. 
approved the plan from a traffic stand- 
point, and said it was adaptable to har- 
rmonize with possible future changes 
which might come from removal of the 
Wabash Railway tracks. Louis Werner 
of 36 Westmoreland place said he had 
traveled over most of the world, and 
that he thought the present entrance 
wonderfully beautiful. 

A letter was read from the Real Es- 

tate Exchange, which opposed the Cun- 
liff plan on the grounds that it was 
costly and cf doubtful value. 
Robert H. Keiser of 44 Portland place, 
in a letter accompanying plans for an 
entrance, sent to the board a few days 
ago, said his plan did not change the 
appearance of the entrance. His plan, 
he said, could be tried without spending 
any more than is now available for the 
purpose. This amount was not stated.

URELY Ernestine Schumann- 
Heink, greatest of contraltos, has 
bathed her art in the fountain of 
perennial youth.

flowering of love in the soul of a 
maiden and the seduttive wickedness 
of a Delilah; the puny, pitiful cry of 
a sick and terrified child as well as 
the saucy insouciance of a song like 
Delibes’ “Good Morning, Sue.¥ 

Her first number, Bach’s “My Heart 
Ever Faithful,” was an expression of 
soaring religious exaltation. In the 
second, the “Che Faro Senz Eury- 
dice” aria from Gluck’s “Orpheus and 
Eurydice,” her hearers were trans- 
ported to the banks of the gloomy 
River Styx, and heard Orpheus voice 
his piercing despair for the loss of 
beloved one. 


Three Saint-Saens Gems. 

Then came the three best known 
contralto arias from Saint-Saens’ 
“Samson and Delilah,” the “Spring- 
time Song,” “Oh, Love of Thy Might,” 
and “My Heart at Thy Sweet Voice.” 
In the first were all the flowers and 
beauties of the young year; in the 
second, Delilah’s impassioned prayer 
to love to aid her pour the poison of 
her love into the heart of Samson; 
and in the third a siren’s song of 
allurement which one would have to 
stop his ears to resist. These arias 
were notable, among many other 
beauties, for the splendor of Schu- 
mann-Heink’s chest tones, which seemed 


To insistent demands for an encore, 
Schumann-Hejnk responded with what 
many in the audience declared was the 
most perfect performance of Schubert's 
formidable “Eriking’ that they ever 
heard. In this drama which the genius 
of Goethe compressed within a few 
stanzas there are four characters, the 
narrator of the story, a sick child, his 
father and the king of the elves. By 
the versatility of her voice, the singer 
impersonated each of these personages. 


One heard the soothing accents of the 
father, seeking to quiet the boy; Er!l- 
king’s alluring but malicious solicita- 
tions to the child; and the ehild’s 
ehrieks rising in a crescendo of terror 
until, at last, the audience was made to 
realize the very horror of it. 


“Dawn in the Desert” Repeated. 

Then, in a group of song®, Schu- 
mann-Heink proved that her voice is 
able to paint in miniature as e¢xX- 
quisitely as if does dramatically on 
the grand canvass of operatic Pas- 
sion. These were Hugo \Wolf's 
“Heimweh,” Gertrude Ross’ “Dawn in 
the Desert,” “His Lullaby,” by Car- 
rie Jacobs Bond,” an “Irish Folk- 
song,” by Arthur Foote, and Delibes’ 
“Good Morning, Sue.” 

Her finest success was with “Dawn 
in the Desert,” a truly majestic song, 
in which her voice, in a magnificent 
sustained tone, rang out with the 
sonority of a trumpet call upon the 
concluding words, “tne sun.” The 
audience was so pleased that the 
song was repeated. Many thought 
her voice was at its sweetest during 
the evening at the long cadenza on 
the word, “Ah,” in the Irish song. 


At the end of the program most 
of the audience remained sitting and 
with their applause demanded .just 
another example of the singers art. 
She replied with “Stille Nacht, Hei- 
lige Nacht,” which fell upon the big

she is not married. '

ELOSSAFTER 
WAR PREDICTED 


Edward A. Filene, Wealthy Bos- 
ton Merchant, Says Europe Will 
Undersell to Pay Debts. 


= 


A gloomy picture of the United 
States after the war, in disastrous 
industrial competition with European 
nations throwing the output of their 
factories into this country, at any 
price they can get, to pay war debts, 


‘ was drawn at the City Club today by 


Edward A. Filene of Boston, wealthy 
merchant, one of the founders of the 
Boston City Club and vice president 
of the Internationa: Congress of the 
Chambers of Commerce. 

To meet this competition the man- 
ufacturers of the United States would 
be compelled to reduce wages, which 
would precipitate strikes and lock- 
outs and widespread industrial trou- 
bles, he said. While making the fore- 
cast that the European nations would 
themselves resort to high protective 
tariffs to produce revenues, he ex- 
presged doubt that even prohibitive 
duties in the United States would of- 
fer a solution of the impending ques- 
tion, 

Predicts Wane of Export Trade. 

The remarkable export trade that 
has been developed during the war 
cannot be continued without our buy- 
ing large supplies from other coun- 
tries, he pointed out. He asserted 
that the European nations would 
even sell goods below the cost of 
production to pay off their war debts, 
as that would be their only means of 
making settlement. They could not 
settle in gold, because their gold will 
be needed to secure their paper cir- 
culation, and they cannot pay off 
with their securities, because the 
markets here will be glutted with 
Puropean securities before the war 
is terminated. 

- Filene devoted considerable time to a 
discussion of the probable gettlement of 
the war. He advocated an internation- 
al court for the settlement of all ju- 
dicial questions which can be judged 
by law; an international court of con- 


CiMation for all other questions: some 


form of force to compel nations to sub- 
mit disputes to these tribunals before 
going to war, and international con- 
ferences for making and amending in- 
ternational Jaw. 

He suggested the economic boycott as 
the proper kind of force to employ 
against a nation that would not submit 
their quarrels to the _ internationa! 
courts. . 


_* Favors Economic Boycott. 


He said those who belittle the de- 
terrent effect of an economic boycott 
have not well considered how many 
phases of every day intercourse can 
be inhibited by such a carefully or- 
ganized form of reprisal. He said it 
would be quite possible to prohibit 


‘the buying or selling to an offending 


nation; prohibit all financial inter- 
course with citizens of the offend- 
ing nation or its national govern- 
ment; prohibit all postal, telegraphic, 
telephonic and wireless communica- 
tion with the offending nation: pro- 


~ hibit the payment of any debts due 


to its citizens or corporatiors; pro- 
hibit the clearance of its ships from 
the ports of signatory nations, and 
all forms of passenger traffic to and 
from the recalcitrant nation, other 
than to permit the exit of fereigners. 

‘He said there were those who be- 
lieved that future wars can be avert- 
ed by the enforcement of these meth- 
ods. He said he did not contend that 
the economic boycott would prevent 
all war, and that there must be a 
chance for ultimate appeal to mili-

City Counselor Advises Or- 
dinance Demanding $300 
Tax Is Ifegal. 


Mayor Kiel, after receiving an opin- 
fon from City Counselor Daues to the 
effect that the bill regulating jitney 
automoiles is illegal, has announced 
that he will Veto the measure. The, 
bill was passed by the aldermen after 
a heated debate by a vote of 21 to 6. 
Its regulations were so severe that op- 
wi of the measure said it would 
cost\a man $300 a year to drive a jit- 
ney, \and would put the service out of 
business. 

Daues advised that the ordinance was 
void beeause it provided for the collec- 
tion of the jitney license tax by the 
Director of Public Utilities instead of 
by the License Collector, and that the 
measure failed to repeal the existing 
ordinance fixing specific taxes on all 
vehicles including automobiles. 

The State law, Daues said in his 
opinion, gave the License Collector ex- 
clusive right to collect all city licenses. 
The bill cannot be vetoed by the Mayor 
until 10 days after it reaches him. It 
will be forwafded to his office early 
next week. .

HALL CAINE ON THE WAR. 
ALL CAINE, in “The Drama of 365 
H Days,’ a series of sketches and 
essays, a book of comment and 
analysis, giving a view of the first year 
of the war, of “the drama of the war 
as I have seen it,’’ believes with Maeter- 
linck that the war is ‘“‘the visible ex- 
pression of a vast invisible conflict.’ 
The unseen forces of good and evil in 
the universe are using man as a means 
of con tion.”’ 

Of the part played by the United 
States in the first year—we are now far 
along in the. second—Caine agrees with 
Roesevelt that “‘when humanity was 
being openly outraged, and conventions 
to which America had set her seal were 
being flagrantly violated * * * it was 
the duty of the United States as a 
Christian country to step in with the 
“expression of her deep and just indigna- 
tion.”’ 

America was long in doing that, ‘‘but, 
thank Ged, she did it at last,’’ he says, 
and for the courage and strength of the 
notes on the sinking of the Lusitania, 
‘tthe whole civilized world. (outside the 
countries of our enemies) now salutes 
the United States in respect and rever- 
ence.’” That parenthesis is certainly an 


Hritain’s enemies. 

One of the most striking things in the 
book, which is full of the outpourings 
of an indignant and suffering soul, of a 
man wh@se heart on fire with love for 
bis country and hate for her foes, is his 
characterization of the Crown Prince 
of Germany, a youth whom the world 
has regarded as a daring, dashing, bril- 
liant genius, a rival of his father in 
most of the things for which that father 
is noted and his superior in many re- 
spects. Caine saw the young man in 
the Engadine, and what he Saw, he 
says, was a “young man without a par- 
ticle of natural distinction, whether 
physical, moral or mertal.” He de- 
scribes’ him as having a hatchet face, 
selfish eyes, meaningless mouth, re- 
treating. forehead and vanishing chin. 
He had energy, but it expressed itself 
‘merely in restless movement, achiev- 
ing little, and often aiming at nothing 
at all.’’ He was of “uncultivated intel- 
lect,”” had “‘narrow views of life and the. 
world” and a “morbid craving for 
change, for excitement of any sort.’’ 

‘“‘and this,’’ concludes Caine’s startling 
pen picture of the Prince, “is the mind- 
less, but mischievous, person, the ridicu- 
lous buccaneer, born out of his century, 
who was permitted to interfere in tha 
destinies of Europe.’’ (J. B. Lippincott 
Co.)

Rome surely merit appreciative and 
affectionate literary treatment.

Charles MacVeigh has written, under 
the title, “Fountains of Papal Rome,” 
a “book of generous size, for,which Ru- 
dolph Ruzicka has prgvided 14 ful- 
page illustrations. 

The word “Papal” in the title is an 
appropriate acknowledginent of Rome's 
debt for the fountains which are today 
her chief beauty. To the casual travel- 
er they seem to be a part of a scene 
which, apparently, has always existed, 
but the student soon finds on, each an 
inscription in which the words ‘Pont.

SMASHED BICYCLE 
STARTS DE PALM

Great Auto Driver Enters Con- 
test to Pay for Bike Fhat 
He Broke. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—Ralph de Pat-
